HURRYING WORK AT THE NAVY YARDS 


Where the Vessels of the Navy Are At Pres- 
ent—The Adams and the Charleston 
Getting in Readiness, Etc. 


WASHINGTON, Aprit 1.—The navy depart 
ment is making every effort to secure an ade- 
quate representation at Samoa. Orders were 
sent out today to have the Richmond, Alert 
and Adams seut to Apia at the earliest practi- 
cal moment. The Alert is at Honolula, all 
ready to sail when she coals, and can reach 
Samoa in a month or forty days. 

The Richmond is at present in river Rio De 
La Plata, on the east coast of South America, 
and must go around Cape Horn 

The Adams is under repair at Mare island, 
California navyyard, and ten days or two 
weeks will serve to complete the repairs, and 
after a féw days additional is consumed in 
taking in stores and coals, she inay sail on her 
voyage, Which will take about a month. 

The Yauntic, now at Brooklyn, will be ready 
to sail on the 10th instant, probably to relieye 
the Kichmond.

AND WRITES A VERY LONG LETTER, 


The Contents of Which Are Unknown—Will 
‘Be Given to the Press Today— 
Other Forcigun News. 

Lonpon, April 1.—A letter from Henry M. 
Stanley, dated Smuputuri, September 4, 1853, 
bas reached a friend of the explorer in Edin- 
burgh. In the letter Stanley says he is well 
and in good spirits. He met Emin Pasha on 
the shores of the Albert Nyanza. They were 
together for twenty-six days. When Stanley 
left Emin Pasha the latter was in good health.

Boulanger’s Prosecutors. 

The probatilities are that the persistent 
persecution of Boulanger by the so-called 
republicans wili result in making him the 
most popular, and, therefore, the most dan- 
gerous man in France. 

A year ago Premier Tirard, exercising 
What may be termed an unwise discretion, 
strippel Boulanger of his sword. Eight 
days afterwards the Tirard ministry went 
to pieces, and inthe course of thirty days 
Boulanger was the most potent factor in 
French politics. 

In the midst of the confusion that has 
been rampant in the so-called republic for 
many months, the Tirard government, or 
those representing it, returned to power, 
and almost its first movement was an at- 
tempt to suppress the League of Patriots, 
with which Boulanger was identified. The 
government has now determined to proceed 
against Boulanger himself for conspiracy 
against the republic. 

These thfhygs, it may be said, are symp- 
toms that bear no relation to true repub- 
licanism, and the people of France will not 
tolerate them. They will tolerate Boulanger 
instead, and, in tolerating him, they may 
go further and fare worse, as the saying is. 
Boulanger has defied his prosecutors, and 
in doing this he has addressed himself to 
France itself, which is fond of audacity. 

The defenders of the republic, it may be 
gaid, are not cutting a very pretty figure, 
for, in prosecuting Boulanger for conspir- 
acy they are, in effect, arraigning every 
man wlio voted for him; and his supporters 
during the year, in by-elections only, have 
numbered one-sixth of the voting popula- 
tion of France. 

The conclusion at which thoughtful per- 
sons will arrive is that it would be better to 
build up the republic itself than to make 
Boulanger a conspicuous victim of so-called 
republican methods.

What Are We Coming To? 


A few weeks ago a drug clerk in New 
Work was murdered with a hatchet by some 
unknown person. The _ circumstances 
pointed strongly toa young man named Kru- 
lish as the murderer, and he was arrested. 

In almost any community where people 
are guided by common sense in the ordinary 
affairs of life the ease would have been left. 
to go through the usual routine in the 
courts. Butin New York there are many 
scientists and persons of culture who go in 
for advanced thought and progressive 
methods. It occurred to these gentlemen 
that Krulish was too good a young man to 
be guilty of murder, and his denial of the 
charge against him and his dazed look led 
them to jump to the conelusion that he had 
been hypnotized ahd controlled by some one 
who made him an unconscious instrument 
in the commissioniof the crime. When the 
prisoner was asked if he had ever been hyp- 

notized he replied in the negative, He did 
not believe that he had been acting under 
the will of another man. 

This was nothing to the scientists. They 
had their fad, and they were going to stick to 
it. So they went to work, and Dr, Rockwell 
and Dr. Gregory Hammond made every 
possible effort to hypnotize the youngster. 
They made a coniplete failure, but this did 
mot shake their conviction. They merely 
said that perhaps some other operator would 
find it an easy mattér to control Krulish. 

It ought to take something more than a 
mere suspicion that Krulish was hypnotized 
when he killed the drug clerk to save him, 
It may be that Charcot in France com- 
pelled an unconscious subject to commit a 
robbery, and it is true that Carpenter and 
Baird did wonderful things with persons 
who were under the hypnotic influence, but 
there is nothing to show that Krulish was 
ever brought in contact with expert hypnot- 
ists until Rockwell and Hammond visited 
him, and their experiment was a dead 
failure. 

If we go into the investigation of hypnotic 
{nfluence in criminal cases, where shall we 
draw the line? Wo cannot lay it down asa 
general rule that the:law will hold persons 
irresponsible for their acts when they are ia 
amagnetized condition, Many men and 
women are sO magnetic that they sway 
Other people and cause them to do what is 
foolish and wrong. But this has never been 
considered a suflicient reason for acquitting 
@man charged with crime, and the party 
desiring to break aconfract would stand a 
poor chance in court if ‘he claimed that the 
personal magnetism of another had made 
him sign the paper. 

All this business is toe~shadowy, too 
much in the air to impress sober, matter-of- 
fact people. There may be afew peculiarly 
gifted men and women: who, by the secret 
exercise of their will ‘power, force their 
weaker neighbors to unknowingly commit 
horrible crimes, but very few feel like 
believing such a fairy story. If there is any 
truth fn such yarns the hypnotic subject 
would appear to be fully as dangerous as his

The Rejection of Haistead. 

The Louisville Courier-Journal refuses to 
be comforted over the rejection of Murat 
Halstead, as minister to Germany. 

It looks at the matterin a philosophic 
manner, and its position and that of THE 
CONSTITUTION are pretty much alike. We 
thought that Mr. Halstead should be con- 
firmed, and we think that the course of the 
senate in rejecting him is very much to be 
regretted. 

Let.us look at the situation. 

With two exceptions the democratic sena- 
tors were opposed to him, and voted against 
his confirmation. This opposition was based 
on sectional grounds, all the democratic sen- 
ators from the south but Senators Black- 
burn and Gibson voting against him on the 
argument that Halstead’s course against the 
south merited such rebuke. Senator Payne 
fought him because of his merciless treat- 
ment at Halstead’s hands when the title to 
his seat in the senate was being considered. 
These influénces arrayed the. democrats 
against him, with the above exceptions. 

Five republican senators joined with the 
democrats and succeeded in rejecting the 
nomination. These five senators had been 
made the subject of some very bitter attacks 
from Halstead, in the Commercial-Gazette, 
because they refused to join in the effort of 
their republican colleagues to demand an 
investigation of Payne’s seat in the senate, 
and they took this opportunity to get even. 

Of this the Courier Journal says in double 
leads: 

In Ohio the controversy was one of equal import 
ance and acrimony, and Mr. Halstead threw all the 
combative elements of his essentially combative 
character into the fight, and especially against the 
obdurate republican senators. From his party 
Standpoint he was entirely in the right. He 
did what any other braye and _honesi 
journalist would have done and _ should have 
done under the circumstances. That he 
may have becn too rough in his methods 
of attack is beside the question. He had the truth 
of itin his premises, was sincere and upright in his 
purposes, and a little excess of temper, more or less, 
does not materially affect the case. He is punished, 
therefore, by those of his own party whom he dared 
to call to account for doing his duty as a partisan 
journalist. The democrats of the senate have 
assisted these republicansof the senate to punish 
him, and thus a dual notice is served by both 
parties in the senate upon the journalism of 
America tothe effect that whenever a senator is 
publicly criticised he will bide his time to get his 
revenge by stabbing his critic in the back and in the 
cark, . 

Of the action of the southern democratic 
senators in voting against the confirmation 


of Mr. Halstead the Courier Journal says: 

Without doubt the democrats of the senate, and 
particularly the democratic senators from the south- 
ern States, think that they are getting even with 
Mr. Halstead for his abuse of the south. But, even 
if this were so, their position would be at once in- 
consistent and injudicious. With the fight over the 
confirmation of Lamar, and the ready confirmation 
of m:my confederates to foreign posts of honor, in 
our mind, it lies notin our mouths to talk about 
sectional revenges, Such talk caunot fail to do 
more execution at the breach than at the muzzle, 
and in the long run, must recoil upoh ourselves, It 
puts agtop to our protests against proscription and 
p'aces a powerful weapon in the hands of our enc 
mies, * * * Every forgiving action done, and 
every kind and generous word spoken, on occasions 
of trouble and trial by sectional and political ans 
tagonists, one to another, tends to heal up breaches 
between the people and to bind up the wounds of 
war, and to maké the union once more a union of 
countrymen and brothers. When Horace Greeley 
went to Kichmond to sign the bail bond of Jefferson 
Davis, when Lamar laida wreath of flowers upon 
the coflin of Charles Sumner, when the south ac- 
cepted Greeley for its Moses, when Johnson and Lee 
aud Bucknef followed the bier of Grant to the 
tomb, steps were taken out of the morass of mis- 
trust and strife, and toward the high and solia 
ground of national unification and the end of sec- 
tionalism, 

Following this Brother Watterson throws 
out a suggestion which, if carried out, will 
leave the democratic senators in the position 
of having swapped the devil for a witch. 
He says: 

We have it from very high authority that, if the 
name of Governor Foraker is not sent to the senate 
before its adjournment the governor will be diss 
patched as minister to Germany very soon there- 
after. If this be so, the democrats of the senate 
will have helped the malignant republicans of that 
body to wreak their private revenge on Mr. Halstead

THE OLD GUARD. 


MEETING OF THE OLD VOLUNTEER 
COMPANY NO 1. 


Times That Tried Men’s Souls in Battles With 
Raging Elements in the Early Days of Atlanta, 
and Some Account of the Men Who Met Last 
Evening and Elected Officers for Another Year. 


“The Old Guard dies, but never surrenders.” 

A number of the veterans of Atlanta’s first 
volunteer fire company met at Major Mecas- 
lin’s oflice yesterday evening. 

Among the -gray-mustached survivors of 
the old ‘regime was asprinkling of younger 
faces and three men, Henry and Thomas 
Haney and Jake Emmel, wore the bugles of 
the paid fire department-oa the collars of their 
new uniforms. 

Prominent members present: 

Among those present were Mr. Thomas 
Haney, Sr., whose son, Thomas Haney, Jr., is 
vice-president of the old company, and fore- 
man of No.1, of the paid department; and 
another son, Mr. Henry P. Honey, for thir- 
teen years a member of the executive commit- 
tee of the old company, and now foreman of 


No. 4, paid department. 

Then there was Mr. Peter Lynch, treasurer, 
the third man who has held that office during 
the thirty-eight years of existence of the com- 
pany. Mr. H. Muhlenbrink was first elected, 
and held it until his death in 1875, when Mr. 
H. Kurtz was elected and held it until his 
death, three years ago, when Mr. Peter Lynch 
was elected. 

Major J. H. Mecaslin presided, of course, a8 
he has done at ever meeting since 18068, he 
having been president for twenty-one years. 

Mr. Jerry Lynch was there as foreman. He 
has been foreman for lo! these many years, 
and has never had a contestant for this honor 
since his first election, years and years agone. 

Mr. J. H. Jentzen, the secretary, who has 
been there for three years; Mr. William Er- 
skine, Mr. Martin Nally, Mr. John Berkele, 
the central pillar of the structure; Mr. J. N. 


and Mr. Charles Klasset made up the earlier 
arrivals. Mr. J. H. Ellsworth. came in later 
and took animportant part in the detibera- 
tiong of the august body. 

WHAT THEY DID. 

One of the first reports wason badges, and a 
number of elegant silk badges were exhibited, 

The gold button on the black rosette con- 
tain§ a hook and ladder, with bugles crossed 
above a raised he!met. The badge has a pic- 
ture of ‘Blue Dick,’’ the famous hand engine, 
with the words, ‘‘Atlanta Volunteer, organ- 
ized 1851,”’ appearing beneath a large gift 
figure ‘1,’ witli a helmet in its center and 
surrounded by a hook, rope and ladder. 

There are twenty eight of these badges, and 
each member has his pame painted in gold on 
‘the reverse. They are for the use of the com- 
pany on parade days, and on occasions when 
they are called upon to attend the funeral of 
a dead comrade, or entertain a visiting com- 
pany. 

A resolution was passed that no member 
who was three dollars behind should receive 
his badge until all arrears were paid ;and when 
this is done he is to be reinstated and is to re- 
ceive his badge. 

OFFICERS RE-ELECTED. 

When it came time for the election of 
officers, the entire list of ollicers was re- 
elected; in each case the secretary being 
called upon to cast the vote. 

Major Mecaslin was elected president for 
the twenty-first consecutive time, and he said: 

‘There are two organizations to which I be- 
long that are sources of pride to me—the con- 
federate veterans and old No. 1. With pleas- 
ure I accept the position, and I trust that the 
company will bury me when I die. 

Major Mecaslin .is the oldest member, and 
the youngest member, Mr. Thomas Haney, 
Jr.,-was elected vice-president, a position that 
he has held four years. Mr. Jentzen was re- 
elected secretary ; Mr. Peter Lynch, treasurer; 
and Messrs. William Erskine, Heury Haney 
and John Berkele, were appointed on the 
finance committee, each of them having 
served in a similar capacity since 1866, 

Their Only Possession. 

The only possession left the ancient com- 
pany, is a lot in the cemetery seta part for the 
burial of the members of the company. Mr. 
Berkele introduced a resolution, which was 
passed, to have this lot enclosed and properly 
cared for, the expenses not to exceed forty 
dollars. 

A committee, consisting of Messrs. John 
Berkele, ‘Thomas Haney, Sr., and J. H. Ells- 
worth, was appointed to take charge of the 
improvcinents. 

It appears that the only member buried 
there was Tommie Ralph, an old runner for 
the company, who was not a member at the 
time of his death; and by mistake his body 
was interred on that portion of the tract con- 
ceeded to No. 3. The committee was instructed, 
In Case any issue was raised, to remove Mr. 
Kaiph’s body to the lot owned by No. 4, which 
is now worth at least $1,000, and not a single 
grave on it. 

The treasurer reported a balance of $165.85 
in the treasury, and his report was adopted. 

WORK OY THE BRIGADR. 

It is asingular fact that notaasingle char- 
ter member belongs to the present organiza- 
tion. 

The company was organized April 4th, 1851. 
and when the paid department went into 
effecton July 1, 1882, most of the original 
members had grown too old for active service. 

Major Mecaslin is the Nestor -of the com- 
pany. He joined in the fall of the same year 
in which the company was organized- 

When asked about the first fire, he said: 

**The tirst fire | remember was in the ware- 
house belonging to Gus Wheat, near what is 
now Lobinson’s marble yard. We had a 
desperate fight, but’we won in the end.” 

“Were you with the company during the 
war, major 4 

“Oh, yos. We were on double duty and 
drew double pay then. I remember a tire we 
had near whatis pow Stewart & Bowden’s 
stables, and it was a bad fire, too. We had 
Biue Dick out, but the «glare of the burning 
building just showed us up to the yankees and 
they threw sheil after shell in among us while 
we were fighting the flames.”’ 

“Anybody get hurt?” 

_ “No, strange to say, there was not a fireman 
injured.” 
SOME RARE EXPERIENCES, 

‘You must have had some rare experiences.’’ 

‘‘We did, indeed. There was the Norcross 
corner fire, that occurred on a Sunday morn- 
ing, and we fought all day. Then there was a 
fire right in the heart of this block, between 
W hitehall, Mitchell, Hunter and Forsyth sand 
Dave Young fell in that cistern, at the corner 
of Mitchell and Whitehall—which we called 
Roak’s cistern, then—and came near being 
drowned.” “f

On the motion to table the ayes and nays 
were asked for and resulted:

Nays—Messrs. Mecaslin, | Middlebrooks, 
Hirsch, Morris, McLendon and Inman—6. 

MR. THOMPSON RESIGNS. 

Mr. Haas presented the report of the con- 
ference committee, relative to the citys 
charity. It gave 3% a month to the home of 
the friendless, and to the Woman’s Christian 
home. niger 

Mr. Thompson wanted to add the King’s 
Daughters’ hospital. 

Mr. Moran objected, saying that new mat- 
ter could not be added to the reportof the 
conference committee. : 

‘ “T think,’ said Mr. Thompson, ‘‘that the 

manner in which charity is dispensed in At- 
lanta isa burning shame to any community. 
Only afew weeks ago, a poor negro died in 
our very midst, almost, of starvation. There 
are too many fingers in this relief fund, and I 
have here my resignation as chairman of the 
relief committee which I shall tender.”’ 

“T have never interfered with your relief 
fund,” said Mayor Glenn, ‘‘except when I 
thought the warden too extrayagant.”’ 

“What I do I doin the kindest spirit,”’ said 
Mr. Thompson. ‘‘Hunter has too much to do. 
He can’t be a policeman and warden too.” 

“T think,” said Mr. Woodward, ‘‘that this 
entire matter ought to go back to the reliof 
committee for adjustment. The negro has no 
relief. I do not propose to give any for the 
vagabond, but there are worthy negroes de- 
pendent upon the whites for care, and we 
ought to see that they get the relief when 
needed. We owe this to the negro be- 
cause they helped to build up the town.”’ 

“T can’t see where the negro should be 
dragged into this,’ said Mr. Middlebrooks, 


unless it is to kill the report.’’ 


‘vet up a home of their own, I will be willing 
to help them.”’ 

Mr. Woodward wanted to introduce a sub- 
stitute, asking the Ivy street hospital to take 
care of all cases. 

The report of the conference committee was 
adopted.

E. D. Pacettl is ‘Bor the Second Time in 
Fulton Counfy Jail. 

Mr. E. D. Pacctti is once more an inmate of 
Fulton county jail. 

He is looking fat and happy. 

On Wednes day last Captain Crim, special 
bailiff for Solicitor Frank O’Bryan, left for 
Baltimore ; and on Sunday he returned with 
his prisoner, Mr. Pacetti, who was lodged in 
jail. 

Last fall Pacetti was convicted, in the city 
court, of keeping a gaming house. Ho was 
sentenced to twelve wonths’ imprisonment, 
with no alternative. 

Pacetti appealed to the supreme court, and 
pending his appeal was released on bond and 
went to Macon. <As soon as the case was de- 
cided Ag tinst him, the supreme con rt confirin- 
ing the dcoision of the court below, Pacetti was 
informed by telegr raph and imme diate ly skip- 
ped from Macon. Captain Couch worked the 
case quietly and finally located Pucetti in Sa- 
vannah. An officer was sent after Pacetti, 
arri ving there a few minutes after Pacetii left 

Savannah on the steamer John Hopkins 
bound for Baltimore. 

Word was telegraphed to Baltimore and 
Pacetti was arrested there as soon as he landed
